We did not need the speech of 
Von Kuehlmann and the hubbub 
that has followed it to convince us 
that the signal defeat of Austria by 
our gallant Italian Allies was a 
serious matter for Germany, the 
arch enemy of freedom.

SOLDIER WINS. 


WORKMAN'S COMPENSATION 
POINT. 

An important decision in relation 
to the Workmen’s Compensation ‘Act 
was given by Judge Graham, K.C., in 
a reserved judgment at Bow County 
Court—John Gray, of Elsmere-rd., 
Bow, a porter employed by the Port 
of London Authority, was injured by 
ton of wood falling on his leg on 
‘eb. 2, 1912, At the time he was earn- 
ing £2 2s. a week. He received £1 a 
week under the Act for over 4 years, 
up to June 15, 1916, when he joined 
the Army, and his pay was stopped. 
He was discharged from the 9 a 
after another accident on June 4, 
1918, when there were 111 weeks in ar- 
rear—£111—under the Workmen’s 
Compensation Aet. Leave was asked 
to issue execution for that amount, 
but the Port of London Authority en- 
tered an application for a review of 
the compensation. It was contended 
that the man’s soldier’s pay and 
wife’s separation -allowance pay 
should form part of his earnings in 
the compensation award. — Judge 
Graham held that the Army was not 
a test of what a man could earn in 
the open market in some suitable em- 
loyment, and refused the application 
or a review.—The man therefore be- 
comes entitled to the £111.—Leave to 
appeal was granted,

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AUSTRIAN DEFEAT. 


STORY OF ITALY’S GREAT 

As was inevitable, what fighting 
there has been this week is on thè 
mountain sector astride the Brenta. 
The map shows how the lie of the 
ground balances the Italian front. 
While the Austrians ‘old their pre- 
sent line in the mountains the free- 
dom of the !talian army to strike 
across the Piave is limited, for every 
mile of progress there would more 


and more expoGe treir rearward com- |, 


munications to a flank attack, says 
G. Ward Price. Enterprising Italian 
feelers have heen put forward dn the 
Grappa front and on Mount di Val 
Bella, west of the Brenta, part of 
which the Austrians occupied when 
their late offensive began. In both 
places . several hundred prisoners 
have been taken. The snemy main 
reserves are still behind this moun- 
tain front in the Upper Brenta val- 
leys, and in the valley of the Upper 
Piave. 

What Austrians Planned. 
The Austrians, egged on Ly the Ger- 
mans, had long prepared this offen- 
sive. From deserters and prisoners 
the Jtalian General Staff knew all 
about it beforehand—its date, its ob- 
jective, and the means with which it 
was to be launched. From the east 
the enemy «xpected to force his way 
across the Piave to a line drawn from 
Castelfranco to Padua. At the same 
time he planned to stream down from 
the mountains on the north to the 
railway line Tee, from Castel- 
franco to Vicenza, Te would thus 
have overrun the whole of the ex- 
tremely rich plain of Northern Italy. 
Venice would have been his by direct 
conquest. Venice would have fallen 
by encirclement. ` Verona was the 
next prize the Austrians coveted, and 
they thought to compel Italy to make 
peace or to drive the Italians back 
across the line of the Mincié and the 
Po, shutting them in there behind a 
diagonal front which would have left 
the whole of the north-east of Italy 
in the enemy’s possession. Their 
plans were approved by the supreme 


German Command, and so, with a. 


very great concentration of men and 
guns and the best imitation the Aus- 
trians could put up of the latest Ger- 
man methods, the offensive was 
started on a grand scale ọn the 15th. 
That was a critical day. The enemy 
forced the Piave at-once and ad- 
vanced on both sides of the Brenta 
gorge, one of his avenues to the 
longed-for plain. But there was no 
Caporetto spirit in any part of the 
Italian army this time. erywhere 
the Austrian was doggedly resisted. 
The Italians, too, held the advantage 
of having their lines of communica- 
tion over good roads and plentiful 
railways across a flat plain on the in- 
side of the circle, while the Austrians 
could only reach most of their front 
through mountain gorges, 
Karl Decides on Retreat. 

All last week was a etory of constant 
counter-attacks by the Italians along 
the Piave, which was the only sector 
on. which the enemy seemed at all 
likely to increase his initial gains. 
The Piave itself helped by rising with 
the heavy Trains and ‘sweeping away 
the Austrian footbridges. And finally, 
after a council] of war presided over, 
they say, by the Austrian Emperor 
himself, the enemy felt obliged to 
cut his losses and get back across the 
river. The supreme Austrian often- 
sive was over; the greatest effort the 

have made in the war had aerae 
in complete failure. The situation 
had returned to exactly what it had 
been before, except that the Austrians 
had thrown away about 200,000 men. 
They are quite discredited as a mili- 
tary force. 


Austria’s Black Days.

Archibald Hurd, in the “ Daily Tele- 
graph,” says:—l‘he month of May 
was really the most favourable we 
have yet had, as, owing to the large 
number of submarines destroyed, the 
enemy paid a heavier price for every 
ton of shipping sunk than in any 
month since piracy was inaugurated.

FLANDERS CRIPPE, 


MYSTERY DISEASE IN THE GERMAN 
LINES.

The Germans: are suffering from 
what they call “Flanders grippe,” 
says Percival Phillips. It is the form 
of influenza now epidemic in other 
parts of Western Europe, and the 
symptoms include high fever; with a 
temperature suddenly rising as high 
as 105deg., followed by complete pros- 
tration. There is no evidence that 
jthis epidemic has interfered in any 
way with the plans for a German 
offensive, but, nevertheless, it appears 
to be fairiy widespread among some 
of the German troops: Men are dis- 
abled for a week or 10 days and have 
to go to hospital. Low diet and physi- 
cal weakness add by the difficulty of 
shaking off the disease. There have 
‘apparently been some cases of typhus 
and dyseatary as well in the German 
lines north of the Lens area. The 
health of the British and American 
troops is uniformly good, and the in- 
fluenza scourge has not made its ap- 
pearance in our camps.or trenches, 


“FO CROSS THE RHINE.” 

In introducing to the U.S. House 
of Representatives the Fortifications 
Bill, which authorises expenditure by 
the War Department to the amount 
| of £1,087,000,000, Mr. Borland said 
that no plans were laid before the 
Appropriations Committee other than 
the plan for equipping armies, and, 
therefore, that any surmises indulged 
in were personal only.
